ALASKA’S AWFUL MAN-TRAP. 


The Only Way Through Is a 
Mountain Pass. 

Austere and repelling, the Alaskan 
coast range raises a grim barrier be- 
tween the prospectors and the golden 
wealth that is supposed to lie in the 
famous Copper river country, says 
Leslie’s Weekly. The snow and ice 
covered summits tower toward a sky 
that is always gloomy. When a gale 
is not sweeping these mountain tops 
fleecy flakes are piling on top of the 
snows of centuries. On these heights 
there is no peace. The elements are 
always at war. The barrier would not 
be surmountable if it were not for 
the Valdes pass. Even that, with its 
mighty glacier and _ treacherous 
crevasses, is fearfuly dangerous, But 
it is the only way through. 


The Valdes pass lies to the west of 
the Klondike and Skaguay trails. At 
its highest point it is 4,680 feet above 
tide water. To reach its barren sum- 
mit a continuous upward climb of 
twenty-four miles must be made. The 
descent is about twelve miles in 
length, 


Every man who starts to cross the 
glacier is warned by the guides to 
make his pack as small and as light 
as possible. Scarcely any, however, 
Starts who is not too heavily loaded. 
The guides cannot make newcomers 
understand and apprehend the diffi- 
culties to be encountered. There is 
more in the journey than mere moun- 
tain climbing. Until the summit is 
reached it is a constant uphill strug- 
gle, in biting wind or falling snow, 
over slippery ice, scaling the 
“benches” or cautiously sounding for 
hidden crevasses, which vary in width 
from mere cracks to fifty feet. The 
snow covers their tops with thin and 
treacherous bridges, which are likely 
to give way when stepped upon, and 
if they do the unfortunate goes to the 
bottom, be it far or near, 

Underneath the white covering are 
often abysmal depths, where lie dead 
more men who have undertaken to 
cross the glacier without guides. One 
wrong step caused them to plunge 
through the snow crust, and from 
visions of glittering gold they passed

ALASKA’S AWFUL MAN-TRAP. 


The Only Way Through Is a 
Mountain Pass. 
Austere and repelling, the Alaskan 
coast range raises a grim barrier be- 
tween the prospectors and the golden 
wealth that is supposed to lie in the 
famous Copper river country, says 
Leslie’s Weekly. The snow and ice 
covered summits tower toward a sky 
that is always gloomy. When a gale 
is not sweeping these mountain tops 
fleecy flakes are piling on top of the 
Snows of centuries. On these heights 
The elements are 
always at war. The barrier would not 
be surmountable if it were not for 
the Valdes pass. Even that, with its 
mighty glacier and treacherous 
crevasses, is fearfuly dangerous. But 
it is the only way through. 


The Valdes pass lies to the west of 
the Klondike and Skaguay trails. At 
its highest point it is 4,680 feet above 
tide water. To reach its barren sum- 
mit a continuous upward climb of 
twenty-four miles must be made. The 
descent is about twelve miles in 
length, l 


Every man who starts to cross the 
glacier is warned by the guides to 
make his pack as small and as light 
as possible. Scarcely any, however, 
starts who is not too heavily loaded. 
The guides cannot make newcomers 
understand and apprehend the diffi- 
culties to be encountered. There is 
more in the journey than mere moun- 
tain climbing. Until the summit is 
reached it is a constant uphill strug- 
gle, in biting wind or falling snow, 
Over slippery ice, scaling the 
“benches” or cautiously sounding for 
hidden crevasses, which vary in width 
from mere cracks to fifty feet. The 
snow covers their tops with thin and 
treacherous bridges, which are likely 
to give way when stepped upon, and 
if they do the unfortunate goes to the 
bottom, be it far or near, 

Underneath the white covering are 
often abysmal depths, where lie dead 
more men who have undertaken to 
cross the glacier without guides. One 
wrong step caused them to plunge 
through the snow crust, and from 
visions of glittering gold they passed 
into dreamless sleep in graves whose 
walls of ice and rock rise hundreds of 
feet above the poor, lacerated bodies. 

The.most needful and most difficult 
thing to find on the glacier is timber 
for firewood. It must be hauled twen- 
ty-five miles in one direction or twelve 
miles in the other. Its price on the 
With 
such a price, even on the coldest 
nights, there is not much in the way 
ef fire. 

But the descent on the other side is 
@ pleasure. Famished, sick at heart 
and journey-worn, the downward 
course begins. It is steeper by twice 
than the ascent. But for a goodly por- 
tion of the way men can ride iron 
sleds. In every mile of the twelve a 
welcome change in the temperature is 
noticed. Far away on the bottom 
lands trees and grass are visible. 
Flowers come into view. AH the wild 
flowers that we know inp our zone anu 
many that are strangers to us, in their 
blues and reds’ and yellows, give the 
weary travelers perfumed welcome. 
The contrast bewilders the senses. The 
change from dreary arctic winter to 
summer brightness is made in a few 
hours. To those who have come over 
the hateful glacier, over the ice and 
snow and through danger, to the for- 
get-me-nots and violets and the sing- 
ing of birds, the transformation is from 
perdition to paradise.

When Men Die Faste:t. 

There are a great number of curious 
superstitions as to the time of day 
when a dying person is most likely to 
draw his last breath, and the tide, the 
mcon and the wind have all been sup- 
posed to have some share in the mat- 
ter.

474 cases of death and 36,515 of birth,

“To neglect to consider the import- 
ance of the rule, ‘the best flour alone 
pays in the end,’ is to abandon one of 
the first principles of common sense. 
If any housekeeper, from one end of the 
country to the other, who is at present

THE COSTLY FOLLY OF USING 
POOR FLOUR. 


By J. S. Black, M. D. 

“To neglect to consider the import- 
ance of the rule, ‘the best flour alone 
pays in the end,’ is to abandon one of 
the first principles of common sense. 
If any housekeeper, from one end of the 
country to the other, who is at present 
alive to the necessity of keeping inferior 
flour out of the famıly kitchen were 
suddenly to become possessed with the 
idea that she would save by buying low 
grade flour, it would not be long before 
she would find that she had tried the 
costliest experiment of her life. On the 


' other hand, those caterers for house- 


holds who have displayed wisdom 
enough to heed the warning of the hy- 
gienic press and to banish all save the 
high grades of flour from their kitchen, 
have, aS we know (in every instance 
which has come under.our notice) re- 
joiced that they did so. It could not be 
otherwise. The evil influence of inferior 
flour permeates the whole dietary, be- 
cause it is not solely a question of poor 
bread, but also the flour being used in 
so many things we eat, will, if it be in- 
ferior, have a wide scope for doing 
harm.

NOT FOR 5 YRS. 


Will Ann Arbor Have a Gov- 
ernment Building 


Junius E. Beal has Secured a Renewal 
of his Lease for Five Years—Gets a 
Raise of $300 per Year—Will Make 
Changes in the Interior. 


For the past few years there has been 
considerable talk on and oft of Ann Ar- 
bor getting a government postoffice 
building, but such a thing is not to come 
off for the next five years at least.

A. couple of weeks ago Junius E. Beal, | 


whose lease from the government for 
the present postoffice is about to expire, 
went to Washington to secure a renewal 
and upon his agreement to make certain 
changes a new lease was made out for 
five years from March 1, at a rental of 
$1,800 per year, Which is a raise of $300 
over what he has been getting, 

The changes which are contemplated 
in the interior arrangement of the post- 
office will make it much more conveni- 
ent for handling the delivery at the car- 


riers’ windows and will make it handier | 


for persons having business at the mon- 
ey order, stamp, registered letter or 
general delivery windows. 

In the first place Mr. Beal wiii put in 
a large fire proof and burglar pruvf 
safety vault, the use of whichi is obvi- 
ous. 

Instead of it being made possible fur 
the entire arrangements for the em- 
three sides of the interior, as at present, 
fhe entire arrangemnts for the em- 
bloyees of the office will be to occupy 
a large space in the northeast corner 
of the floor space, and the open space 
for the public will run the entire length 
of the building on the Main st. side with 
a large exit door at the north end. On 
the west, or Main st. side, the entire 12 
carriers will have their windows, and 
with the four doors on that side and the 
division of the mail among the carriers 
for evening delivery as it is now made, 
it is thought that the evening crowds 
will ‘be easily handled. 

Then running along the front or Ann 
st. side of the postoffice will be a 
Straight partition, in which the money 
order, register letter, stamp anid general 
delivery windows will be located, so that 
all business of this nature will be in 
one part of the building, while the mail 
delivery by carriers will be entirely 
separated fron it. 

These changes will not be commenced 
until after college closes next June, as 
it is practically impossible to do them 
before and make ne serious delay in 
conducting the regular postoffice busi- 
ness.

Alaminum Bronze. 
Aluminum bronze, which is likely to 
come more and more into use, is an 
alloy composed in Germany of 90 to 95 
per cent of aluminum and 5 to 10 per 
cent of copper, of golden color, which 
keeps well in the air without soon be- 
coming duil and changing the color. 
; It can be cast excellently, can be filed 
well and turned, possesses an extraor- 
dinary hardness and firmness, attains 
a high degree of polish and is mal- 
leable and forgeable. The technical 
working of the material is not essen- 
tially different from that of iron—in 
fact, the meta! is, especially in a warm 
condition, worked like iron on an anvil, 
: With hammer and chisel, only that the 
temperature to be maintained in forg- 
ing lies between dark and light cherry 
red. In case the articles are not forged 
i in one piece, and the putting together 
| of separate parts is a necessity, rivet- 
| ing, and, in particular soldering have 
| to be resorted to, with hard or soft 
solder. Besides forging, the bronze is 
| well suited for embossing. After fin- 
i ishing the pieces, the metal can be 
| toned in different ways, as may be de- 
sired, by treatment with acid.
